His 17-year-old daughter was 
with him, and I could picture 
her sitting back in the distin- 
guished audience watching a king 
hand the prize to her father. The 
regal splendor of it was a far cry 
_ from the small town of Oxford, 

_ Miss., and the farm near it where 
the Faulkners dwell in what is 
really obscurity. 
eager letters back home describ- 
_ fing how papa looked in his dress 
suit; what the king was like and 
what he said to papa. 't was a 
fine moment for the writer whose 
wells of production keep flow- 
ing strongly though he is in his 
fifties and most of those who be- 
gan with him are finished and 
talking of the old days when 
they had it. 


“Old Verities”’ 

In his address, which, unfor- 
tunately, was reported but 
sketchily, he said the tragedy of 
today is a general and universal 
physical fear, and the only ques- 
tion: “When will I be blown up?” 
As a result, he added, “The young 
‘man or woman writing today has 
forgotten the problems: of the 
human heart in conflict with 
itself, which alone can make 
* writing because orily that is 

worth writing about, worth the 
agony and the sweat.” 

He closed with a paragraph 
which to me, at least, had in it 
the words mankind wants and 
needs to hear. By a coincidence 
his story appeared hard by the 
report of a minister whose ser- 
mon the evening before, had 
dwelt on destruction and death; 

\on mankind marching inevitably 
toward decadence and hell. 
turned back to read Faulkner. 
He called on the young writers 
to learn again “that the basest 
of all things is to be afraid... 
leaving no room in his workshop 
for anything but the old verities 
and truths of the heart.” He de- 
clared he does not believe in the 
end of man and added: “I be- 
lieve more than this. I believe 

man will not merely endure, he 
will prevail. He is immortal, not 
because he alone among creatures 
has an inexhaustible voice, but 
because he has a soul, a spirit 
capable of compassion and sacri- 
fice and endurance.” : 

For me, at least, the words 
spoken in far-away Stockholm 
had in them more of the meaning 
of life and the man’s search for 
his soul .. . in man’s workshop 
there must no room for fear 
but room only for “the old veri- 
ties and truths of the heart.”

From Behind the Curtain 


Overtones from the Soviet side of the 
world are not encouraging to settlement—

They are, in fact, ominous and bid us 
move swiftly toward rearmament lest we 
be caught. 


The Chinese Communists have insisted 
all along UN troops must be withdrawn 
from Korea and the U. S. Seventh Fleet 
from Formosan waters as a prelude to 
peace talks. : 

Now, Peking radio, on the basis of an 
official government, publication, has added 
a new condition. 

It calls for cessation by the Western 
powers of “armed expansion” and war 
preparations. The’fine hand of Moscow is 
revealed. 

Pravda, official voice of the Kremlin in 
Russia, has thrown down the pretense, 
still kept up by Malik and Vishinsky in 
UN debate, that Chinese Communist troops 
are “volunteers.” Pravda refers to them 
simply as Chinese troops. It also points 
out that Mao Tze-tung timed the offen- 
sive in Korea. 

The foreboding part came in Pravda’s 
several references to the possibilities of 
World War III. 

The Russian people, and the Chinese 
people, are being prepared. If an all-out 
Soviet attack is launched it will of course 
be under the guise of a move against West- 
ern “aggressors.” It will be justified as 
such to Iron Curtain millions, most of 
whom will believe it because they have 
no access to the truth. 

Our tragedy is that. we and all the 
Western countries are virtually unarmed. 
This country is a victim of “bring-the- 
boys-home” cries after the last war com- 
bined with the false economy program of 
the Defense Department under former Sec. 
Louis Johnson, to which Mr. Truman gave 
his acquiescence. 

But it is useless to spend time and en- 
ergy in recriminations. Sec. of @efense 
Marshall has told Congress the country 
must be ready to meet the threat of an 
all-out war within the next few months. 
__ It is entirely possible our troops may 
be driven off Korea. It is equally possible 
the Chinese may gauge the pressure so 
as to hold them there while Russia moves 
into Western Europe, which is practically 
without defense. 

Instead of diminishing, the threat is a 
growing one. It would be inviting defeat 
to underestimate it.

Strikes, 
profiteering, hoarding and the evasion of 
plain duty in the crisis,all are equally to 
be shunned. 

Though the union claims the railroad 
strike is a “wildcat” affair—that is, one not 
authorized by union authorities—it is dif- 
ficult to believe there is not undercover 
encouragement from union leaders. Thou- 
sands of men walked off the job practi- 
cally at the same time. Yet, the union 
claims all acted independently and against 
their leaders’ advice. 

In the Spring of 1946 Mr. Truman, an- 
gered at a railroad strike, asked Congress 
for power to draft all railroad workmen 
into the Army. We would not favor any 
such drastic step in peacetime, but when 
the country is fighting for survival, we be- 
lieve the Government is justified in what- 
ever steps are necessary in order to ‘pro- 
duce the needed goods and get them de- 
livered. 

Labor leaders are anxious to avoid a 
universal draft which would place all citi- 
zens at the disposal of the Government 
during wartime. 

The surest way to bring that about is 
for strikes continually to hamper defense 
preparations.

Particularly 
powdered milk. 

Powderes milk is one of Mr. Linder’s 
favorite villains.

His audi- 
ence invariably is impressed, for Mr. Lin- 
der tells them in effect that only their own 
Agriculture Commissioner is interested in 
regulating powdered milk. 

At Americus the other day,- for in- 
stance, Mr. Linder said in a speech, as 
reported by the Tri-County News of that 
city, “Neither the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture or the U. S. Drug and Food 
Department has any control of the pro- 
duction or distribution of milk powders.” 
The implication was that Mr.'Linder’s own 
regulations are all that keep any Georgian 
daring to use powdered milk from being 
poisoned. That is the tenor of the argu- 
ment Mr. Linder has used up and down 
the State. 

For Mr. Linder’s own information, and 
in the interest of accuracy, we suggest 
that he refer to Section 18,540, and the 
references contained therein, of Defini- 
tions and Standards for Food, issued by 
the Food and Drug Administration of the 
Federal Security Agency. 

Mr. Linder might be surprised at what 
he finds.

Finds a Way 


It was surprising to hear a member of the 

State Veterans Service Board declare he opposed 

ae Ser placing his department under the State Merit 

sii because this system wouldn’t eliminate politics. He said 

that the merit system can be by-passed through the use of politi- 
cal pressure. 


It was not surprising to hear the latter statement. We have car- 
ried stories about the Merit Board, as presently composed, making 


exceptions to its rules and permitting some employees to engage 


in political activities. We have publicized schemes of some covered 
departments to bypass the merit system regulations through fake 
resignations of employees for the session of the Legislature and 
then re-employ them. We have reported the public political activi- 
ties of one of the three members of the State Merit Board, which 
is charged with administering the personnel problems of the State 
on a nonpolitical basis. 


We agree with the member of the State Veterans Service Board 
that politics is played with the Merit Board—and, in view of the 
fact that this Board is covering almost all State employees now, 
it is regrettable. But we were surprised to hear this criticism 
come from a member of the State Veterans Service Board, whose 
department is notorious for its political activities. 


We agree with Clarke County Rep.-elect Grady Pittard that 
the distinguished citizens who accepted appointment to such an 
important board as the State Veterans Service Board owe it to 
the taxpayers to cite instances of such bypassing of the Merit 
System and to work with the Legislature in eliminating it. 


. The sandblasting on the State Capitol has driven 
Disp laced Executive Secretary Bill Kimbrough from his office. 
The Governor’s Executive Secretary has set up temporary offices at 
the Information Booth in the rotunda. 


While the cleaning of the Capitol is inconveniencing all offices, 
spreading dust, the old building will have a beautiful appearance 
when the job is completed. 


Sen. Knox Gholston, of Comer, is carrying his 
Persistent fight to enforce the Talmadge-Gholston Highv ay 
Bill to every member of the General Assembly by personal letter. 
He is telling the solons how much mileage of roads they have 
received throughout the past years, and how much they are entitled 
to get under the new law which is not yet being enforced—and 
which the State Highway Board is seeking to sharply revise. 


For instance, Gholston wrote Rep. Risner that Hart County has 
had only 66.6 miles of roads paved in the past 31 years “under the 
past selfish, discriminating, political highway law which the poli- 
ticians and would-be Governors want re-established.” On the other 
hand, Gholston says that Hart County will get 41.55 additional 
miles of paved roads during the first 18 months, 75.57 additional 
miles of paved roads during the first three and one-half years and 
109. 57 additional miles of paved foads during the first five and 
one-half years under the present highway act and the Gholston 
formula if Gev. Talmadge carries out his campaign promise to pave 
10,000 miles in four years., 


The Highway Board declares Gholston’s formula is impossible 
to administer and they believe the Legislature will repeal this part 
of the act. Gholston says the State needs a 10-member, part-time 
Highway Board, elected by the Legislature, instead of a three-mem- 
ber, full-time board.

The German 
people, unless they can know it is to be a per- 
manent partnership, cannot take up arms with 
us with any heart.

NEW YORK—President Truman’s threatening letter to a professional critic 
who had been unable to praise his daughter’s singing is not an isolated offense. 
It is one of several outbreaks which prove that the President is an unstable man 
of brutal nature who has no personal respect for law of the “freedoms” which 


his party has exploited at the polls and flouted almost everywhere else. 


In 1948, 


he wrote a vicious personal attack on Bernard Baruch, ificluding a side-long swipe 


at Baruch’s brother, and permitted, or caused, it to leak out. 


Knowledge of it became current and 


Mr. Baruch privately admitted to confidants in the newspaper business that he had received the 
letter and that it was shockingly undignified, coming from a President. My knowledge came a round- 


about way from the White House. Baruch re- 
fused to disclose the text. to these friends, but 
when he refused to tell me what the letter said 
I countered by telling him with slight reserva- 
tions. He confirmed my version of the scur- 
rility which the President had heaped on him 
for refusing to perform a political service in 
the Presidential campaign. In closing, Baruch 
added that he never had ,been fooled by Presi- 
dent Truman and bantered me because I had 
overrated him for a short time. “He is a rude, 
uncouth, ignorant man,” Mr. Baruch said. 

The next day, Mr. Baruch, who works in 
mysterious ways .his wonders to perform, re- 
gretted his candor. He did not repudiate his 
words nor did he charge that his confidence 
had been violated. .He did say, however, that 
he had not authorized anyone “to speak for” 
him and this had the effect of a crawl. I have 
been given to understand that Mr. Baruch did 
this because he was very badly worried lest the 
nation lose the benefit of his advice to Mr. Tru- 
man. He thought Truman needed wise counsel 
more than any other President in our time if 
not in all our history. Efforts to re-establish 
relations have failed,. as Baruch should have 
foreseen that they would, so he might as well 
have stood his ground.

When he writes such letters and how he 
gets them past his secretaries are matters of 
speculation in Washington. 


One may wish to say that this flurry was 
much ado about nothing.. Unfortunately, that 
is not so. The judgment which prompted the 
letter to Paul Hume, the writer who correctly 
belittle? Margaret Truman's voice, is the same 
judgment which controls the lives of millions 
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of Americans and the destiny of our nation and 
Western civilization.

LET'S SEE NOW 
He Keeps Them 
Reaching Up 


‘By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


The cherubs of the First Baptist Church, moppets 2% 
years to 5, are busy playing dress-up this week in their 
rich red velveteen robes with the white satin cottas, in 
preparation for a beautiful evening of worshipful carol 
singing that .has come to be a tradition in Atlanta. 


More than 300 persons in five different choirs ranging from 
babies to concert-quality voices will sing in the First Baptist 
Church’s carol service Sunday night at 7:30, blending their melody 
in the simple; glad paeans that celebrated the birth of the Christ 
child in the rustic. manger. 


This vast group of singers, welded together under the. leader- 
ship of Ray Smathers, Minister of Music, and his wife, who is an 
organist and contralto soloist, have won national recognition not 
only for the excellence of their group singing but for another 
aspect of their devotion. 


They sing not for entertainment nor for beauty alone, but with 
the conviction that they are the tool of the church, a tool to win 
followers for Christianity in a sober and intelligent way. 


“We try te create a worshipful atmosphere, welding 
people closer to each other, arid closer te God. We wish to 
develop a mood of receptivity for the message that is to 
come,” one of them explained. “Church music is not an 
end in itself.” 

‘ Director Smathers is no typical choirmaster, soothing and 
cajoling the temperaments of what in many churches. has ‘been 
called “the war department.” 7 

‘He believes in music and its contribution to true religion, 
and has such deep respect for it that he will not put up with 
whimsical performers or performances. He believes the acceptance 
of responsibility is a needed thing these days, and disciplines his 


volunteer singers accordingly. He sets frequent rehearsals, and. 
requires that they appear, even if it demands some other sacrifices. 


Excuses, to be acceptable, must be entirely valid. 

When the well-meaning communicant rustles up to him after 
an exhilarating service‘and whispers that he or she is very busy 
but would love to sing with the choir on special occasions, like 
Christmas or Easter when one expects a superlative program, Mr. 
Smathers is firmly polite in his rejection. 

“Thank you,” he says, “but I want to praise the , Lord 
with a Christmas and Easter Choir every Sunday.” 


There is, in the conception of the two Smathers, a, close con- 
nection between singing in the choir as a child or a youth and a 
lifelong following of The Word. In a preyious 10-year connection 
with the Church of the Good Shepherd in New York, the Smathers 
learned that many of their boy choristers have now turned into 
ministers, and now there is no doubt the singers in the Smathers 
choir here have an especial sincerity toward their religion. 

This, he thinks, is worthy of the best music within reach of 
an unpaid choir. Using few soloists, and substituting instead several 
voices or an entire section in solo roles, Mr. Smathers selects his 
Sunday music from the Octavos and, of course, adds his choirs 
to the congregation in t singing of hymns from the hymnal. 
There is always a selection or two working during rehearsals that 
is a little beyond the technical.reach of the singers. 

“I try to keep them reaching up,” he says, “just a little beyond 
their grasp. It is the way to keep them growing.” 

The First Baptist Church, said to be the largest church in 
Atlanta, will seat from 1,800 to 2,000 people, and there has never 
been a carol service in 10 years that has not been filled half an 
sg before the moment the first sweet note comes from the choir 
oft.
